Hundreds Attracted to thel 
Scene as Maniac Was 


Subdued by Guards 


New. York, May 3.—Despita the ef- 
forts of two eity detectives and. four 
guards, flohn dD. Rockefedler, jun,, 
was threatencd with death yesterday 
forenoon’ when, as he walked down 
the steps of his home at 10 West 
Fifty-fourth street, a man describing 
himself as a Syriun, and armed with 
a pair of shears and a Jong-bladed 
knife, lunged at him. 

“You sold out my_country’and you 
made us slaves,” shouted the Syrian 
aa he struggled to get near Mr. Rocke- 
feller, ” 

Mr. — Rockefeller backed “up «the 
steps of his home (as the regular 
guards employed by him and also De- 
tectives Appel and Murphy of the 
West Forty-seventh Street Station 
hurried to his side. 

The Syrian, who later gave’ his 
name as George) Maurad, 39 years 
old, *waa employed in a silk factory 
at Paterson, N.J., He had previously 
pent » month in Canada. 

Appel and Murph. pounced upon 
the man, who threw, them to the street 
with maniacal strength. The shouts 
of the man were plainly heard on 
Fifth avenue and hundreds of persons

“On Tuesday night over the radio, I heard a 
wonderful address lasting over an hour on ‘Educa- 
tion’, delivered by Rabbi Harrison of Temple Israel. 
Last Friday night I was extremely disappointed in 
not hearing an address on ‘Canada of Today,’ deliv- 
ered by a speaker named ‘Yeigh’ from Toronto. I 
understand this speaker is going all over the United 
States speaking about Canada from all broadcasting 
stations, Such propaganda in favor of Canada 
should have the whole-hearted support of the Can- 
adian Government. Canada, although our most 
- neighborly country, is really known to very few 
people over here, especially the further you get 
9 Sway from the border, I have-talked with lots of 
supposedly educated Americans who still look upon 
Canada as being, more or less, an uncivilized coun- 
try, with the Indians still running wild. One fea- 
ture that does ‘not tell a true story of Canaua, is 
the motion picture. Practically every picture with 
a Canadian location, shows the country to be a cold 
desolate place, over-run with Indians and tough 
French-Canadian ‘woodsmen, and invariably it is a 
winter picture, showing nothing but ‘frosts and 
snow Six feet deep. 1 do not remember having ever 
seen a motion picture showing the City or Agricul- 
tural life of Canada as it really is today. The ris- 
ing generation of this country is being given an al-

KIWANIS HEARS 
TALES OF THE SEA 


Captain Murdocle, a Retired 
Salt Water Skipper. Tells 
of His Voyages 


SAILING IN 1857} 


J.-S. McKinnon, Prominent 
Canadian Industrialist . 
Also Speaks

Those who. went down to the sca in 
shipa in 1857 had more thrilling times 
than in these more modern time of im- 
proved and more convenient navigation. 
At least, that was the general impres- 
sion when the Kiwanis Club heard Cap- 
tain Murdock tell of some of hia deep 
sea sailing /experiences, when lives were 
lost in the huzardous business of reefing 
top sails in the towering seas of the 
Bay of Biscay. 

Captain. Murdock will be ninety 
yeans of age in six weeks time and he is 
indeed a remarkably well preserved man 
nnd a convincing talker. He is In- 
spector Bumpstead's fatherinlaw and 
has been in Belleville for some months, 

“Come with me for a trip to Bom- 
bay”, said the Captain, in the good ship 
Owangandi which was built at St. John 
in the year 1857. A good ship she was 
and a good crew she had. “They were 
all Irishmen,” he said and were system: 
atic sailors. Putting ‘out from Cape 
Clear he took the Kiwanians with him 
through the nor’ east winds which blow 
the year round. The ship was across 
the equartor in 38 days and then made 
a course for the South Atlantic towards 
the Nightingale and Inacessible Islands 
which are ever present sentinels of navi- 
gation in the more southern seas. 
Muniteers inhabit the group, about 80 
families, the Captain said who till emall 
agricultural lots and fish the oceans 
for seals. The seal skins from these 
islands are of the best quality in ‘the 
world, he explained. Barter is the re- 
cognized trade medium, Then the 
good ship plowed the seas. to Ceylon 
and through the Arbian Sea to Bom- 
bay, the final Port of Call. The Indian 
Mutiny was raging at this time and 
everything was in a state of political 
ferment. 

The Captain described some of the 
conditiona governing the Mutiny and 
explained how two instigators of the 
rebellion -were tried by drum-head 
court martial at noon and were blown 
from the guns at three o'clock on the 
‘same day. A rather expedient and 
quick dealing dealing method of met- 
ing out the British justice of the time, 

He referred to the regime of t Im East 
India Company in India of the Indisn 
Parsees who were to see the Company 
tule come to a close and who expended 
hundreds of thousands of rupees in the 
celebration by pyrotechnic display, of 
the overthrow of the East India traders. 
He was present when the company flag 
was hauled from the pole and replaced 
with the Royal Standard of Great 
Britain,

bique channel, which {s a passage 
between the Mainland of Africa and 
the Mozambique Islands, rounded 
the Cape of Good Hope and reached 
St. Helena, where she took fresh wat- 
er aboard, The captain saw Wie spot 
where Napoleon was buried and the 
sods of his grave where still fresh 
when he visited it.

It is estimate! that two million tons 
of oil per year would have to be sent 
through the pipe line to make it pay.

Nothing 
would be easier than to break the pip 
ing by predatory tribes. These’ people 
would have’ to be subsidised, as prob- 
ably “the cheapest way of‘keeping the 
flow of oil uninterrupted. The subsidy 
might cost another quarter of a million 
tons of oil yearly. 

The amount of oil that flows through 
a pipe line is limited by the size of the 
pipe, the grading -and the” pumping 
power. A million and a half tons per 
year is a very, ‘good flow.

THE COST OF SELLING 


: The cost of selling cheese at the co-operative’ sales will be as follows: Fac- 
tories will be expected to deliver their cheese to our warehouse at Belleville. Fac- 
tories will be charged five cents a box for selling. 

During the month of May the buyers willbe charged three cents per 
box, which charge will cover the cost of handling the cheese for the Government 
Grader, since the Department of Agriculture has announced it will not meet this 
expense. This is not an extra charge as the cost of such service is met by the buy- 
ers when cheese are graded at Montreal or elsewhere. “Buyers wilt, be entitled to 
storage and insurance for three days after the sale while the cheeSe may. be in our 
warehouse. 


Should the cost of handling the cheese in and out of the warehouse and the fire 
insurance and cost of placing the cheese in cold storage to protect its grade make 
it impossible to maintain this.low charge, an extra small charge per box may be made 

-on and after the 1st June, when the actual. cost of the work involved will be better 


known. The maximum charge to buyers will be three to five cents per box.

It_is so easy to correct this. condi- 
lion when the child is young that a 
few suggestions are perhaps in order. 
First move the child's right arm up 
and the left down, If this puts the 
spine straight. Move the arma then 
so that the spine comes straight., 

Now. have the youngster hang by 
its hand from rings so that the arms 
are at different heights necessary to 
bring the spine into the straightest 
possible line. The child should hang 
six to ten times daily for about half 
a_minute at,a time, This is the 
straightening of the spine process. 

Have the child lie on abdomen, Now 
adjust the arms so that ‘the spine 
comes straight. In this ‘Key’’ posi- 
tion have the child raise, the head 
and body as high as possible from 
the floor, six to ten times, Rest a few 
seconds, then raise body six times 
more. This hanging and exercising 
should be done twice daily. 

It will ‘take perhaps ten minutes.

BIG BUSINESS IN SELLING FROGS LEGS 


Shipping from @ plant in his back yard five hundred 
to six hundred dozen frog lega every day: in. the year, 
Emil Neuenfeldt of Oshkosh, Wis., realizea a very large 
income and has made Oshkosh’ the heaviest shipping 
point for frog legs in the country, More than 2,000,000 
frog legs are sent out annually, by Neuenfelilt, who was 
formerly a railroad brakeman, 

Mr, Neuenfeldt entered the business of raising frogs 
on a large scale from supplying fishermen with, bait 
when they came out from the large cities, His business 
hag now developed to such a magnitude that he has’ a 
business office in-Chicago. and leaves, the local oper- 
ations in the hands of his son, 

The frog farin in the back yard of the Neuenfeldt home 
inclosed by a high board fence, is a plot of ground 70 by 
100 fect. The froga are kept in concrete trenches 50 feet 
ving water is provided, The frogs ate not raised on the 
fot but are brought in from creeks and marshes in this 
section, and in the harvest season offen as many as 
fifty men are employed, 

A sfall frame building serves as slaughtering and 
dressing quarters and as the frogs are needed they are 
dipped from the trenches and placed in a tank charged 
with electricity. The current passing through the water 
not only kills the frogs but extends the legs uhiformly, 
so that amputation is made easy. 

The problem of suppressing the noise made by the 
frogs in their natural element is overcome by. the. re- 
frigeration pipes in the trenches. They soon fee} the cold

IGNORANCE OF LAW 


Four Others D Discharged— 
Received Wrong Instruc- 
tions From Officer 


Albert Primeau, 
Fred Coon, ant Archie Goyer, 
charged with unla'rintly fishing by 
other meana than angling or trolling 
without any special license, on April 
23rd last, were discharged today by 
Judge Wills in police court, their 
case being dismissed without costs. 

The charges were withdrawn against 
these 4 men after wwo of them had 
taken an. affidavit to the effect that 
they had been mis-lead and mis-in- 
structed by the game officer in Prince 
Edward County. This was the state. 
ment made in court by District Offi- 
cer Coffey, of Ottawa, . 

John Laney, Ottis Hudson, L, C. 
Adams, and James Hudson, each 
pleaded guilty- to a similar charge; 
and were assessed the minimum fine 
of $5 without cost. The province 
will pay the costs. They also fished 
on April 23rd: with grapples, 

Mr. E. D, O'Flynn, who appeared 
for all the 8 fishermen, explained 
that the 4 men were really technical- 
ly guilty of the offence, but had been 
in the custom of doing so for sereral 
yeara, and did their fishing in. broad 
daylight. They were“ignorant of the 
existing law. 

Inspector Coffey explained that the 
minimum fine. woulfesuffice this year, 
as it was really the first year in which 
a serious effort i, belng made to en- 
force the Fish and Game law on the 
Moira River, where the law has Leen 
disregarded repeatedly, — probably 
through ignorance {in many cases. 
Next year the Department will not 
be satisfied with the imposition of a 
minimum fine. 

Judge Wills felt that some  sym- 
pathy should be extended to men 
caught grappling for a few fish, when 
for the small fee of $5, men could use 
scoop nets, and’ gather in all kinds 
of fish, which were nearly always ox- 
ported. : 

Ofticer Coffey stated that . between 
Trenton and. Hico Lake, neta were 
taboo at the present time, and that 
his sympathies, were with the atti- 
tude taken by His Honor. 

Herbert Pulver and Hudson, chari-| 
od with spearing fish, using, an arti 
ficial light, on Jones’ Creek, on April 
25th, were fined $5 withont costs, on 
pleading guilty to the charge. Both

Says Fungi ‘Should be Re- 
moved and Will Pro- 
ceed With Work 


City Engineer Campbell at the City 
Council laxt night presented the fol- 
lowing report which speaks, is self ex- 
planatory.

RE, RIVER POLLUTION 

Gentlemen,— 

I beg to advise ¥ you that Mr, A, E 
Berry, Assistant Sanitary Engineer of 
the Provincial Board of Health, came 
down to Belleyille on the 11th inst,, 


and he, along with Dr, Clinton, Alder. |* 


man Greenleaf and myself, went up 
the River investigating the growth of 
material which has been producing 
such a strong smell for the last few 
years, in the City. 

“We examined the River at Lazier 
Paper, Mills, and at a couple of points 
between there and the Piggery; at the 
Piggery; at the discharge pipe of the 
Corby Distillery; above the dam at 
Corbyville; at the niain drain inside 
the plant; examined the top of the 
condenser, where water “had been 
standing for some days and had collect 
ed a skum which apparently was not 
‘associated in the water. Samples 
were taken at all of these points,-and 
sent to Toronto by Mr, Berry for 
proper examination, -_— ie 

This actign has been taken as a ro- 
sult of the forwarding by the City of 
Belleville to the Department a sample 
of material taken from th® River 
during the early Spring, and which 
we think is the cause of our trouble 
with the strong odour in the summer 
time. 

Mr, Berry suggested that thee fungi 
might be removed during the present 
high water by having men broom it 
from the river's edge to the outside 
of the growth. The fungi is easily. 
removed by simply agitating the wat- 
er, and ho felt that if it was removed 
in that way that it would not have 
a chance to propogate itself, and we 
might eliminate to a very large ex- 
tent the trouble and at a minimnm 
expegse.° 

The Distillery people promised to 
start having it done Saturday last. 
I intend to make an examination 
along our ‘own River bank, and if i 
find any covditions showing’the fungi 
growing within oar limits, I will en- 
deavour to have it washed down the 
River into the Bay. 

This may be a temporary relief, 
but of course the source of origin har 
not been removed. ’ 

I am forwarding this to you for

The seed bed is prepared as 
follows: Pack moist sawdust to the 
depth of three inchts in the box (old 
or dry sawdust, hardwood sawdust Is

2% x2% inches with pencil a piece 
of cotton sheeting checkerboard fash- 
fon, number the squares, Lay this 
sheet over. the sawdust, press down

THE HISTORY OF A FAMOUS SONG 


‘ Hawick Express, Scotland. 


G. A. Douglas, Burnside, writing in the Glas- 
gow Herald, says: .I read’ your excellent article upon 
“Lady Scott” w ith considerable amount of interest. In 
regard to the great song “Annie Laurie,” there is a con- 
siderable amount of difference as to the wording of the 
two verses written by William Douglas, of England. I 
think, however, that the following is correct: 
_“Maxwelton braes are bonnie, 
Where early {a's the dew, 
And blue-eyed Annie Lacrie 
Gae’d me her promise true! 
Gae'd me her promise true! 
That ne'er forgot shall be, 
And for my bonnie Annie Laurie

Annie Laurie, it maybe mentioned, was one of four 
daughters of Sir Robert’ Laurie, of Maxwelton, and oc- 
cupied Terrygies House, where they had the reputation 
of being a very hospitable family, and were much re- 
spected. The house stood on the other side of the 
Nith, opposite the town of Dumfries, The fair Annie's 
birth is recorded in the following quaint words, in Sir 
Robert's own handwriting:. ~ 

“At the pleasure of Almighty God, my, daugh- 
ter, Annie Laurie, was born on the sixteenth day 
of December, 1682, about six o’clock o’.the morn- 
ing, and was baptized by. Mr, George Hunter, of © 
Glencarine.” 

Annie’s mother was is Jean Riddle,* to whom 
Sir Robert -was married “upon the twenty-seventh da: 
of July; 1674, at the Tron Church, Edinburgh, by Mr. 
Annaine,”*as recorded by her father. , 

Annie Laurie became engaged to William Douglas 
of Fingland, in Kirkcudbrightshire, but was tempted’ by 
& wealthier suitor, Mr, Alexander: Ferguson, of Craig- 
darroch, and married the latter rather suddenly. -The 
author of the song was cut to the quick, and in a fit of 
spleen married Miss Elizabeth Greig, of .Glenboig, « in

HIGHWAYS AND EDUCATION 
(Perth Expositor) 


“Bob” Cooke, Coneervative member 
for North Hastings,;-who has a repu- 
tation. as a student of educational 
affairs, gavo the House and the pub- 
Ue a striking-illustration on Wednes- 
usy of GuttiwW b¥ tlie Drury Govern- 
ment upon highways ‘of expensive 
character, in relation to its assist- 
ance to education.- Mr. Cooke has 
been looking through the public ac- 
counta, and finds that a 17-mile strip 
of highway tld by Mr. Bigg’s depart- 
ment fn Ontario County is costing 
more than the Government outlay in 
60 years for education of the children 
of the county. Thirty-four miles of 
the Dundas Highway has cost more 
than the Government will expend on 
education of the children in the 
County of Peel, at the present rate, 
in 140 years, Details of the former 
illustration he gave In these words:- 

“In the County of Ontario this 

Government has built a strip of 

provincial highway, I think 17 miles 
and the total cost will be 1,000,000 

or an average of about .$60,000 a 

mile, The average altendance in 

the country schools of that country 
is 2,700 pupils, and the Government 
contribution, I find, was' only $17, 

000. In other words, this Govern- 

ment has expended upon that one 

little strip of. highway, more 
money than theyfwould expend in 

60 years for the - education, of all 

the children in that county.”

A NEW BURGLAR ALARM,

many clever burglar alarm systems have been invented 
in connection with safes and buildings, They generally 
involve the use of external wires; amd the firet thing 
which the scientific burglar does is tq search out these 
wires and cut them. A British inventor has, however, 
designed a mechanism which can be placed wholly in- 
side the safe, so that it cannot be reached until the safe 
has been opened. If any attempt is made to lift or move 
the eafe the alarm is sounded. Perhaps the most valu- 
able feature of. this device is that the burglar can have 
no idea whether this importunate apparatua is inside the 
safe or not until the alarm is actually sounded.

RAD HAN" INSANE: 


Harry. Chatelain Held Here 
May Have Escaped from 
; Asylum 


BEARS POETS MEIN 


Unruly ‘Prisoner Has Had 
Hectic Career, Reports. 
: Indicate 
Harry Chatelain, the French- Half- 
breed, arrested on Sunday morning last 
by Provincial Constable N. Maker in 
Thurlaw township, after he had been 


driven out of the farm house’ occupted 
by “Mrs. Cook ‘at the point of a shot 
gun in the hands‘ of her brother-in-law; 
is evidentally criminally insane, accord- 
ing to reports: received by* Sergeant K- 
G. Atkins, of the Provincial police here, 
from Chief, Constable John Patterson, 
of Cornwall, 

Chatelain who resembles a poet, with 
his well featured, dusky face, his im- 
mobiJe expression and Jong bushy hair, 
‘« not so gentle as he appear and Offi- 
ect Maker who was a lone at the time 
of the arrest, bad 2 sharp tussle. The 
two!mén struggled and wrestled until 
they fell,-and, Maker persuaded him to 
accompany him after the fight, without 
the ude of hand cuffs. 

. REMANDED TO JAIL 

This morning, he was remanded to 
jail again until Saturday. In the mean- 
time, the authorities of the Brockville 
Asylum will be notified that the ‘man 
is being held. Chatelain escaped’ from 
that Institution some two weeks ago, 
he confessed. Vagrancy is the charge 
on which Chatelain is being held. 

According to the report received, 
Chatelain resided at Northfield station, 
12 milés from Cormmwall) in 1922. On 
May 15 last year, he held up a man at 
the point of a loaded rifle, and relieved 
him of about $5. On the same day he 
*s alleges to have threatened to shoot 
his father and mother, and when Pro- 
vincial Officers William McCready and 
Frank Wetherall attempted. to arrest 
him, he «ent a fusilade or shots at the 
officers, which did not hit them. 

He also threatened to: shoot the doc- 
tor who examined him, snd then 
vscaped into the woods. He was com- 
mitted to the insane Hospital at Brock- 
ville, but escaped two weeks ago, and 
had not been heard of since, ‘until the 
Belleville officer notified Cornwall that| 
the man was being held. His parents 
now live on 4th street. West Cornwall. |

Forage Crops for Poultry. 

Small areas of kale, chard, and al- 
falfa were grown to be used as sreen 
feed for poultry. The chard was ret- 
ished to @ greater extent than the 
other green feeds. Greon alfalfa ‘was 
most usful: during its season from 
May to Novemder.- For winter green 
feed, kale and mangles were used. 
For Uttle chicks, chickweed was sup- 
plied during the first ten days, then 
lettuce and chard.. A supply of clean 
water is always available for all the 
Poultry; it fs given in fountains plac- 
ed thirty Inches above the floor and 
surrounded by the narrowest possible 
platform on which the birds .may 
stand to drink. This method has 
proved very satisfactory,.as it pre- 
vents the birds from working dirt and 
foreign matter into the receptacles. 

The Jaying houses are kept thor- 
oushly clean. Dropping boards are 
scraped and sanded every morning. 
All litter and dust is removed every 
three weeks, the house swept out, and 
fresh litter again placed on the floor. 
The perches are sprayed with a creo- 
sote and coal of! mixture in equal 
D eovrery three weeks. During the 
-winter period a dust box four feet 
square and ten Inches deep is provid- 
ed, The birds are always given the 
freedom of an outside run, no matter 
what the weather ‘is’: The’ drawer 
type of trap nest is used, the birds 
readily becoming used to its action. 
Broody hens are confined In slat-bot- 
tom crates for the necessary period 
required for the change of their opin- 
jon on the subject.
